Au FACES, WEST 2 
Conceived originally as a season of 
recognition, remembrance and gratitude 


ice of patriotism, Memorial Day has be- 
come the season for visiting all graves, 
whether sacred to the memory of a 
whole nation or to the hearts of only 
friends and relatives. It still remains, 
however, the date of nation-wide ex- 


pression of gratitude to our national de- 


fenders, and hardly a known soldier's 
grave is passed by without floral deco- 
ration, whether the stone is dated back 
to the Revolutionary War or has the 
fresh chisel marks of 1917-18. 

There is not an American living who 
does not owe his happiness and prosper- 
ity to the men who, in the course of the 
country’s six major wars, gained Ameri- 
can independence, preserved unity, and 
defended the nation’s rights among the 
armed powers of the world. This richest 
of all countries, with its nearly $400,000,- 
000,000 of wealth, its more than 3,000,000 
square miles of prosperity was won and 


3 held by the heroes of the Revolutionary 


War, the War of 1812, the Mexican War, 
the Civil War, the Spanish War and the 
World War—not to mention the national 
police work done in the Indian wars. 


or more of these wars for liberty and 
democracy. Federal troops paid the ap- 
palling price of 359,528 dead in the bat- 
tles between 1861-65, which cost Confed- 
erate forces 133,821 lives. There are 
about 79,009 still living from the gigantic 
northern armies that fought against the 
disruption of the Union and won at such 
great cost. These 79,000 Civil War vet- 
erans do not march as smartly as they 
did fifty years ago, but they still hold 
the honor positions in Memorial Day pa- 
rades. 


The headlong dash of the American 
forces in the Spanish War made quick 
work of that conflict. In it the Ameri- 
can Navy lost but nineteen killed while 
the Army won its engagements with the 
loss of only 2910. Thousands died of dis- 
ease, however, and Spanish War veterans 
on Memorial Day represent a heroic 
army of the dead who made early sacri- 
fice to save many comrades and country- 
men the pains and sorrows of a longer 
campaign. 

The total of American dead in the 
World War was 126,000, of which num- 
ber 37,541 were killed in action and 12,- 
934 died of wounds. A greater number 
died of sickness, chiefly influenza. About 
6675 overseas dead have been returned 
to the United States. In addition to all 
these are the untold thousands of pa- 
triots who died many years before their 


ships suffered while serving their fellow- 
men and their flag. 

A good citizen does not need to be 
sentimental nor emotional to turn his 
face on Memorial Day to the legendary 
“West” of his benefactors who have 
made the great sacrifice for him and his 
country and its people. A proper sense 
of values is sufficient to impress him 
with the true meaning of Memorial Day 
and his privilege and duty in observing 
it with a fitting sense of patriotism and 


. | gratitude. 


We reverence the sacrifices of the 
fathers without glorifying war. We 
honor the noble dead without condoning 
militarism. We are patriots without be- 
ing jingoes. As we enjoy the liberties 
handed down to us by the martial deeds 
of our forefathers, so we uphold with 
the fighting hands of peace the princi- 
ples and the religion for which they con- 
tended. 

There is a preparation for the future 
that is at once sensible .and protective. 
It is possible to police the world with 
kindly yet determined force. If it is too 
early yet for nations to discard their 
arms, we can at least make sure that 
these arms are never used except on be- 
half of the helpless or oppressed.

JULIAN DISMISSALS 
In view of the failure of the Dis- 
trict Attorney to obtain convictions in 


caused the Julian Petroleum Corporation 
to collapse, Judge Doran could hardly 
have done otherwise than to dismiss the 
cases of those charged with minor of- 
tenses which, at the worst, were mei- 
dental to the original fraud. 

The real crime against the Julian cor- 
poration and its stockholders was the 
overissue of stock. For this, it appears, 
no one can now be punished, unless the 
Federal government can do it. It would 
savor of injustice to fine or imprison 
any of those whose connection with the 
corporation’s troubles was secondary and 


technical. Most of the speculators in the 


various Julian pools participated therein 
in the manner usual in stock market 


procedure. Some were even trying to do 


the company and the stockholders a 
benefit by holding up the market price of 
the securities. Few, if any, had any in- 
tention of wrongdoing. It was conceded 
they had no knowledge of the overissue. 

Judge Doran, in his dismissal, put on 
record his opinion that the operations of 
8. C. Lewis and Jacob Berman, otherwise 
known as Jack Bennett, were solely re- 
sponsible for the financial debacle. It 
was they who flooded the market with 
spurious stock as fast as printing presses 
could turn it out; it was they who per- 
suaded the speculators to enter the pools 
and the bankers to make loans to the 
cor pany, often against their better 
judgment.

SCHOOL BONDS 
Exhaustion of the money voted for 
school construction purposes four years 
ago leaves the school problem tar from 
unsolved, and additional funds are 
necessary to carry on. The 1924 bond 
issue provided seventy-two new ele- 
mentary schools and fifteen new junior 
and senior high schools, with many ad- 
ditions to pre-existing sehoolhouses; but 
in spite of it there are 4000 pupils now 
on half-time and 25,000 using temporary 
structures, while 6500 pupils are forced 
to remain in elementary schools because 
of lack of high-school facilities. Besides. 
there are eighty-seven frame buildings 
now being used, most of which will soon 
have to be replaced with permanent

average of 23,000 new pupils a year, and 
this increase must be provided for.
